We paid 
everyone out in full except the stock- 
holders and we gave them real es- 
tate and mortgages on town and farm 
property—not worth anything in cash 
but I am making it all right now, as 
I have a job in the county seat bank. 

What I thinx I miss most is not the 
better income I had, but all my old 
friends, my church, and my lodge con- 
nections, and the*people to whom I 
was useful or important in the old

Do Your Hens Lay? 
A pretty reliable old formula for 
finding out whether or not a flock 
of hens is paying for the feed they 
eat is supplied by F. CG, Bltord, Do- 
minion Poultry Husbandman. It 
as simple as it is practical: Take 
the cost of the feed a hundredweight 
divide it by the cost of eggs per doz- 
en and multiply the quotient by three. 
This gives you the number of eggs 
per day which a flock of 100 hens 
must lay to pay for the cost of their 
feed. For example: Feed is costing 
$1.20 per ewt, and eggs selling at 30 
cents per dozen: Applying the formu- 
la, the quotient is 4; this multiplied 
by three gives the result 12—or the 
number of eggs which a flock of 100

The objects of our Association, 
course are humanitarian, and it is 
our aim by our awards to encourage 
the saving of human lives when the 
need arises. 2 

The work of our Association is Do- 
minion wide and we have dealt with 
every case of bravery and personal 
isk in the saving of life, reported to 
us, and have to date granted some 
©0900 awards. Our medals are Parch- 
ment Certificate, Bronze medal, Sil- 
ver iiedal and Gold medal. 

The high value of our awards has 
been established by the careful sys- 
tem of investigation adopted, sworn 
statements being required from ine 
yescuer, rescued, and eyewitnesses 1n 
each case. Of our higher awards on- 
ly seven gold medals and eight silver 
medals have been awarded py the As- 
sociation and anyone holding one of 
our awards has well and truly De 
formed a heroic service in the saving 
of human life. Everyone who saves 
a human life not only brings pionony 
to themselves and the community in 
which they live, but performs 42 real 
public service, for every life saved is 
a valuable assec yetained for the 
‘i Canada. 
ia Sate of every rescuer with the 
particulars is inscribed in our roll of 
fonour, a record replete with the 
deeds of gallant Canadians from 
coast to coast in our Dominion, who 
through their unselfishness, self-sacri- 
fice and valour have won distinction. 

Our Association depends entirely 
vpon voluntary subscriptions for 
funds for this important work, and 
the affairs of the Association are ad- 
ministered by Officers, giving freely 
of their time and attention, no salar- 
ies or fees being paid to anyone what-

Health Talk 


Another outstanding meeting was 
held by the Community Welfare Club 
on Tuesday night, with forty-four 
members present. A tasty banquet 
was served by the Women’s Institute, 
and Roger Meiklejohn, the newly- 
elected president, was toastmaster. 

When inner man was satisfied, Pre- 
sident Meiklejohn opened the pro- 
gram with the toast to the King, 
which was responded to in the usual] 
manner. During the banquet com- 
munity singing was enjoyed with 
“Bob” Patterson as leader and “Char- 
lie’ Allan at the piano. 

President Roger complimented the 
different committees for making such 
successful arrangements for the meet- 
ing and called upon the Secretary and 
Treasurer for reperts. Treasurer 
John O’Donnell reported that $56.50 
had been spent for relief at Christ- 
mas and that there was a balance of 
$27.89 in the treasury. 

Past President “Charlie” Walt, who 
had been requested by the Club to 
carry on relief work instituted by last 
year’s executive, reported that relief 
baskets or parcels of goods had been 
sent out to twenty families at Christ- 
mas. “The time,” he said, ‘was short 
te look too far afield, but I assure you 
those who received the baskets were 
in need of relief. We considered the 
women and children and relief was 
given only to families with children.”

At this point Dr. W. H. Pedley was 
called’ upon to introduce the guest 
speaker, Prof. Neil McKinnon, associ- 
aie professor for the Department of 
Hygiene and Epidemology in Toronto 
University. A year ago Dr. Pedley 
had suggested at a meeting of the 
Club that an address on Public Health 
would be quite appropriate. The Pro- 
gram Committee had requested him 
to secure someone to adélress ithe 
Club on “How to Keep Well’; hence 
Prof. McKinnon’s presence at the 
meeting. The guest speaker and Dr: 
Pedley were old college chums back 
in 1918 and also served overseas in 
fhe artillery during the Great War. 
After a few more reminiscent remarks 
the speaker was presented to the 
members. 

Prof. McKinnon, in his opening re- 
marks, stated that he considered it a 
great privilege to address the Club 
and immediately put-his listeners in 
“fine fettle’ with appropriate humor- 
ous stories. He intimated that his re- 
marks would not be on “How to keep 
well”, but on “How to Prevent Dis- 
ease”. In his address he said “There 
is far too much sickness. We must 
realize that health is the biggest as- 
set we have. We may think of this 
terrible present-day depression, but 
let one of us get sick, or one of the 
children, and we experience more mis- 
ery in a half an hour than a whole 
week of depression. All of us can 
look back into our family circles and 
our community of friends or to our 
school chums and we find many of 
them have never reached maturity, 
and many have spent years of misery 
in sickness. Why did they die? We 
will turn to records for the reason.

thom is the source of these bugs—if 
we can control that then we can con- 
trol disease. 

“Let us take the source—where do 
they come from? At one time it was 
thought these bugs camg from the air, 
the earth and everythng like that— 
but such is not the case. We are the 
source. The human being is the re3- 
ervoir—he is encouraging these bugs. 

Prot, McKinnon outlined the prae- 
!tice of quarantining for the past fifty 
years to try to control diphtieria, 
measles, etc, “In this manner,” he con 
tinued, “an endeavor was made to 
lock up the source of infection, so it 
couldn’t spread. You know how 
those methods haye failed. Take diph- 
theria—even though anti-toxin has 
been discovered and used for fifteen 
}years in every possible way, with 
ylaboratories in different sections of 
the province, diphtheria still remains 
the chief cause of death of children 
between the ages of two and fourteen 

“Now we realize as well as cases, 
we have carriers of germs, whch is 
the cause of half the lost time to in- 
custry.We are cess-pools, our mouths 
jand throats are filthy things. As for 
sreadipng disease the mouth is bad.” 
The speaker explained the difficulty 
in checking the actions of the carrier. 
People don’t realize their hands are 
so filthy or they would not put them 
|in their mouths as they do. Also kis,- 
jing is a great germ transmitter. but 
,as the speaker intimated there seems 
;to be absolute reciprocity in this 
‘mode. In cattle, tuberculosis is being 
checked by destroying the infected 
animals but that cannot be adopted 
with human beings. There may be 
isoaltion, such as for leprosy, but 
that seems severe. However disease 
cannot be cohtrolled by simply look- 
ing at the source. z 

“Now let us take the means of 
transmission,” he said, “what does it 
matter if there are a million sources 
if there are no means of transmission 
The human being carries the bugs. 
They are fragile and if left in the air 
very long soon die. However these 
pugs get from one person to another 
by talking face to face, and other 
“closer” proximity (kissing). I don’t 
know how we can prevent this. We 
have to realize- that our sense of de- 
cency and cleanliness has not devel- 
eped sufficietnly to control such a 
means of transmission—this may 
seem unkind. Perhaps a thousand 


years» from now—or -even» less—the. 


feople then will consider us as having 
been filthy people. Take the great 
plague in England in the sixteenth 
or seventeenth century. That plague 
was due to the way of living, and the 
biggest factor responsible for elimin- 
ating the plague was the change in 
the standard of living. Perhaps a 
century from now the people will look 
back and wonder at us for not endea- 
yoring to check the. transmitting of 
disease. 

“There are means besides this di- 
rect transmission such as milk, water 
and foods. You will remember what 
typhoid fever was like twenty years 
ago. How every fall there were a 
great many deaths from this disease. 
Now typhoid in Ontario is somewhat 
eliminated.” 

Prof. McKinnon referred to Toron- 
to being so free from typhoid, due to

Fifteen Points to Help the Mother 
With the Nutrition Problem 


The nutritional state of every child 
should be determined by period phy- 
sical examinations. 


1. Fresh, clean, whole milk should 


be a prominent part of the daily diet 1 


of every child. Wach child should 
have never less than a pint of milk a 
Cay, and a quart where possible. A 
quart, always for the undernourished 
énd the younger children. 


It is not necessary to drink the 
whole quart. Some of it may be tak- 
én in the form of cocoa, cream soups, 
simple desserts, etc. 


2. At least two vegetables a day 
for every child. (Be sure every chiid 
eats his share). One (or two) vee- 
€iables in adidtion to yotatoes should 
be eaten every day: Leaf Vegetables 
should be used at least two or three 
times a week. On the other four or 
five days, any other vegetable may 
be used in addition to the potato. 


Do not use soda in the cooking of 
vegetables.

Expenditures on Ontario highways 
‘or 1932 amounted to $9,876,935, made 
up as follows: King’s highways $4, 
329,196, county roads $3,670,334, and 
township roads, $1,877,405. 

The expenditure last year was $15,- 
188,957, of which $9,361,683 was for 
King’s highways, $4,417,696 for coun- 
ty roads, and $2,309,576 for township 
roads. 

It is worthy of note trom the above 
figures that more was spent on coun- 
ty and township roads than on pro- 
yinHal highways, the figures being 
$5,547,739 for the former as compar- 
ed with $4,329,196 for the highways.

FACTS AND FIGURES OF HUNT- 
INGDON TOWNSHIP 


The Township of Huntingdon 
according to a directory which was ts- 
sued in 1889, was first settled about 
the year 1816 or 1817 for during the 
latter year there were, according to 
records, five permanent settlers in 
the township with a total population 
of twenty-six inhabitants. The town- 
ship contains within its limits 566,00¢ 
acres of land. It is watered by Lake 
Moira, the. Moira River, Rawdon 
Creek and its tributaries, a branch of 
the Scootamatta and Boyne Creek. 
Moira Lake is one of the Largest and 
finest in the chain of lakes and coy- 
evs an area of 2,000 acres, The Moira 
River in the township is deep. Ravw- 
don Creek takes its rise from a small 
neutral lake upon Lot No, 12 in the 
twelfth concession and traverses the 
township in a south-westerly direc- 
tion; a tributary of Rawdon Creek 
has its source upon kot 4 in the fiftn 
concession connecting with the main 
branch on Lot No. 8 in the fourth 
concession.

“The decrease in freight car 
loadings which began in 1930 has 
continued almost uninterruptedly. 
In 1931 up to the end of the first 
week of December, 558,359 less 
freight cars had been loaded on all 
‘Canadian Railways than for the 
same period of the previous. year.

GASOLINE PRICE LOWERED 


Canadian motorists are benefitting 
from a reduction of one and one-half 
cents in all standard grades of gaso- 
line. According to an announcement 
1eade in Toronto the drop in price of 
gasoline resulted from the fall in 
price of crude oil in the United States 
aud South American fields. The re- 
duction, however, does not similarly 
affect the price of all grades of gaso- 
line. On all,standard grades the re- 
@uction is a cent and a half, but on 
the third grade or cheap gas the 
wholesale reduction was only a halt 
cent, and at the service stations no 
reduction on this cheap gas might ha 
given. All pric@’ of standard grades 
of motor oils remain the same.
